The latest figures made available 
show that ‘there are approximately 
22,000 registered nurses in Canada, 
and a total of 11,400 nurses in train- 
ing.

Red Cross Doing 
Vital Relief Work 
Canadians everywhere are grateful 
for the fact that so far the actual 
horrors' of war, such as air raids and 
invasion, have been kept away from 


Canada’s soil. It is to be hoped that 
it will always remain’ that way,

pistance for Canadian civilians. 

Considerable publicity has been giv 
en to civilian defense projects in prac 
tically evéry province across Canada. 
Not go much is known, however, of 
the work the Canadian Red Cross has 
been doing to provide immediate med 
ical aid to injured elvilians in the ev- 
ent of such a disaster, Since the out- 
break of war, eteps have been taken, 
first provincially and later on a na- 
tional basis, to collect surgical and 
medical equipment at strategic points 
in every province, 

As to be expected, greatest concen- 
tration of equipment is to be found 
in Canada’s coastal areas. There are 
approximately 14 mobile surgical un- 
its and 34 twenty-five bed emergency 
hospital units stored on the Atlantic 
and Pacific seaboards, stored in stra- 
tegic points where they can be rush- 
ed immediately to localities not e- 
quipped to handle a great volume of 
casualties dr where present hospital 
facilities might be overtaxed, 

In addition, thousands of dollars’ 
worth, of clothing, blankets, hospital 
and surgical supplies are also stored, 
ready’ for instant use, in all parts of 
Ganaga. Interior provinces are like- 
wise well supplied wiith mobile sur- 
gical units and emergency hospitals, 

To. the, uninitiated, a mobile surgi- 
cal unit is a collection of surgical e- 
quipment complete enough to permit 
a doctor to handle almost any major 
operation in caring for injured civ- 
ilians, It is packed in cases small en- 
ugh: to. be. handled by two men and 
can be transported to the scene of 
any disaster dad set up in, the short- 
eat possible: time and with a mini- 
mum of effort, Twenty-five bed hos- 
pital units afe similarly packed to al- 
low speed and eage in handling. Both 
these types of émergency units were 
designed for the Canadian Red Cross 
by committees of outstanding sur- 
geons, doctors ana hospital author- 
ities. 

The value of these Canadian Red 
Cross emergency stores hay already 
been, proved. |Immediately following 
the disastrous hostel fire at St. John’s 
Newfoundland, 260 containers of Red 
Cross blood serum were flown in 
from Montreal and saved many lives. 
Extra purses. and V.A.D.’s were sup- 
plied by the Red Cross aswell as sur 
gical Gressings, beds, pillows, sheets 
nurses’ gowns and pneumonia jackets 

At the time of the Almonte train 
@isaster,,« 25-bed emergeney, hospital 
end.a mobile surgical unit were sent 
from: Red Cross supplies at Smiths 
Falis. Nurses, blankets and hospital 
supplies aceompanied this equipment.

army is concerned is “A,W.L.”

director of the Department of Pen-. 
and National Health, said Jast 
week, He pointed out that “public 
hegith personnel have been depleted 
rapidly for enlistments and all 
provinces except Prince Edward Is- 
and Quebec are below the mini- 
‘mum of personnel considered abso- 

lutely essential,” . 

Dr, Heagerty emphasized that 
“there always is the possibility of a 
serious outbreak of disease” if pub- 
lic health staffs are so depleted they 
are unable to do essential work: Such 
necessary duties include testing and 
chlorination of water services.to ur- 
ban populations, sanitary inspections 
supervision of milk supplies, and con 
trol measures to prevent the spread 

of diseases stich as the measures tak 
en in the west to detect and control 
Bubonic Plague and Rocky Mopntain 
Spotted fever, which have been re- 
ported in southern Alberta, 

“The public health commititee of 
The Canadian Medical Procurement 
and Assignment Board is making a 
survey to ascertain the absolute, 
minimum requirements of public 
Health personnel as part of the 
Board's nation-wide health survey,” 
he said, “When we have completed 
the survey. we may be able to: act 
én recommendations being made that 
public health ‘doctors, nurses and 
other personnel be frozen in_ their 
jobs and that provision be*made to 
place them in special identifying uni- 

{forms or to give them buttons indi- 
cating they are serving their country 
in indispensable posts, Dr, Fred Jack 
son of Winnipeg, deputy minister of 
health for Manitoba, is in charge of 
the public health survey for the four 
western provinces; and Dr. John 
Phair of Toronto, Chief Medical Of- 
ficer of the Ontario Department of 
Health, is in charge in the central 
and eastern provinces. 

“Nova Scotia is in a bad state due 
to the war” gaid Dr. Heagerty. “In 
the provincial hospital for ‘mental 
diseases with 500-bed capacity, the 
only medical man on the staff is the 
medical superintendent. The Rock- 
feller Foundation survey shower that 
Halifax’s death rate has risen from 
14.5 in 1937 to 17.2.in 1941 and is 
almost 45 percent higher than for 
the rest of Nova Scotia, 

“New Brunswick had ten health 
districts with eleven medical health 
officers, but hag lost five of these 
physicians and has had to merge sev~- 
eral districts which'means doubling 

up the work and outting efficiency, 

Prince Edwa'rd Island has had little 

reduction; not. one of its three medi- 
cal men and staff of 12 was eligible 
for military service. 

“The shortage in Quebec. is com- 
paratively slight but in Ontario the 
shortage has been go very great in 
every field that it has become neces- 
sary for one health officer to do the 
work of two, It also has been neces- 
sary to train health nurses to do 
work formerly done by medical of- 
ficers, ‘such a& blood testing, and so 
on. , 
“The reduction in Manitoba has 
not been go great, but the demand on 
the health services has been greatly 
increased due to the war. In Saskat- 
chewan the enlistment of rural men 
has been very heavy, In Alberta only 
five ‘health officers are left of the 
nine who looked after the nine dif- 
ferent health units. Nurses in out- 
lying districts of Alberta are giving 
| medical treatment because there are 
no doctors, even in adjacent areas. 
By December of last year 212 physi- 
cians had left Alberta since the out- 
break of war; there are three hospi- 
tals in Alberta with no doctor left 
in the immediate district, one of 
them may have to be closed because 
the nearest doctor is forty miles a- 
way. The situation in British Colum- 
bia is algo very bad in the outlying 
districts.” 

Dr. Heagerty said the pressure on 
public health sérvices will increase 
in the spring as melting snows from 
farms and city streets carry pollu- 
tion into streams from which drink- 
ing water supplies afe drawn. In- 
stead of daily checks on chlorinat' 
needs, hourly and half-hourly checks 
on water supplies will be necessary 
in the spring. The Dominion Govern- 
ment took: over such chlorination 
work in the Halifax and Vancouver 
districts because of the presence of 


Public health personnel have con- 
tinued trapping squirrels and gophers 
in southern Alberta to check on the 
spread from. U.S. western regions of 
Bubonic plague carried by fleas. on 
rodents, The situation is helped by 
the fact that the westward spread of 
rats from the east has not yet infest- 
ed Alberta to provide more carriers. 
Where plague-carrying rodents are 
trapped, the burrows of surrounding 
areas are filled with poison gas. The 
Bubonic plague has been spreading 
north since infected rats aboard an 
Orient ship entered San Fransisco in 
1900 and escaped from that city’s 
eewers in the 1906 earthquake. Con~- 
tro] measures have been taken also 
in the west against the Rocky Moun- 
tain spotted fever, spread by ticks 
which transmit a virus; and also a- 
gainst other transmittable diseases 
across the country,

Rolled oats have ‘been somewhat 
neglected in the Canadian diet for 
some time past because of our large 
use of prepared cereals of one type 
dr another, It has long been an inter- 
national byword that the healthy her 
itage of the Scottish race is based up 
on the daily consumption of nourrish- 
ing oatmeal, We miight well take a 
lesson from this hardy race by eating 
more of this food staple than we do. 

Dried beans, either Navy or Lima, 
are rich in protein and can easily be 
utilized as a tasty substitute for 
meat dishes. beth: 3 

Macaroni is pure carbohydrate and 
therefore supplies the body with val- 
uable energy. 

The fact is, however, that at the 
present time there is a large supply 
of oranges and grapefruit available 
despite the recent shortage in these 
sources of vitamin °C, The predicted 
acute shortage in cheese also did not 
last and there is a readily available 
supply of good Canadian cheese, ‘ 

With the advent of spring, too our 
own green Canadian vegegtables wil! 
ba available in quantity to offset any 
shortage in canned vegetables. 

May we emphasize, too, that suf- 
ficient pressure of public opinion 
might result in government adjust- 
ments of production of essential foods 
thereby correcting the possibility of 
food shortage in certain lines,

RE YOU one of the Canadian householders who burned fences, doors, 
and even flooring to keep warm in this winter’s sub-zero weather? 


Or perhaps you are one of the lucky ones who just managed to scrape 


through? 


In either case, you will want to be prepared for next winter when greater 
hardships loom unless you take immediate action. 


The shortage already has affected many communities : ; ; total stocks of 


dry wood are nearly exhausted . 


.. in some places the small supply of green 


wood cut for next winter is being used mow to meet the present emergency. 
Throughout most of Canada, fuel-wood is obtained not far from where itis 
consumed. Its production and distribution are the business of local citizens. 


The Dominion Government recognizes that the wood-fuel shortage is 
so serious that even with the full co-operation of everyone in affected ¢com- 


munities an adequate supply is not assured. Accordingly, it has been decided 


to stimulate the output of wood-fuel by assisting those normally engaged 
in its production and distribution. To this end, the following measures 


will be adopted: 


BA subsidy of $1.00 per cord will be paid to dealers on all 
commercial fuel-wood contracted for and cut on or before 
June 30, 1943, and held to dealers’ account on that date. 


2 The Coal Controller has been authorized to arrange in his 
discretion for the payment of such portion of the transportation 
costs as he considers proper in respect of fuel-wood, particul- 
arly in cases where dealers, to procure supplies, find it necessary 
to contract for fuel-wood at locations outside the area from 
which they normally derive their supplies. In order to obtain 
any such reimbursement, dealers must obtain a permit from 
the Coal Controller before contracting for such supplies. 


3B The Coal Controller will repurchase from dealers at dealer’s 


cost all commercial grades of fuel-wood
